Awey 
with all raſcalls, captivez, melancholik, wai- 
ward, froward, Conjurerz, and Uſurers, and 
to have laborers and underwoork men for 
the beautifying of oney place, alwey at hand 
az they ſhoold be commaunded. 
Jupiter ſent Parſonages of hy honor and 5er. 
dignitee: Barons, Lords, Ladies, Juges, 
Brſhops, Lawyerz, Doctors: With them, 
Vertu, Noblneſs, equitee, Liberalitee, and 
H2 compaſſion; 
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compaſſion: due Seazon, and fayr weather: 
ſaving that at the petition of hiz deer ſiſter 
Ceres, he graunted a day or two of ſum ſweet 
ſnoourz, for rypening of her Corn that waz 
ſo well ſet, and too ſet forward Harveſt. 
Heerwith, beſtoed he ſuch plenty of pleazaunt

The 2 Dial. Two. Dials nye unto the Battilments are 
ſet aloft upon two of the Sydes of Cz/ar's 
Tower; one Eaſt, the oother South; for ſo 
ſtond they beſt to ſheaw the Hoourz to the 
Tooun and Cuntree: both 4ayre large and 
rich, by byſe for ground, and Goold for 
letters, whearby they glitter conſpicuous a 
great wey off.
